Courier-Journal, for alleged contempt 
of a lobby investigating committee. 
Me refused to pay. He had refused to 
reveal the name of tho writer of a 
letter to the newspaper's "Point of 
View" column. The letter criticized 
the speaker and Rules Committee. 


The resolution sustaining the find- 


ing of the trial committee that the 
newspaper man contemptuously de- 
fied the lobby committee by refus- 
ing to name the writer of "The Psalm 
of Politics" was adopted, 65 to 20, 
after spirited debate. 


The trial committee reported it had 


no alternative under the law but to 
find the newspaper man guilty of 
contempt, but that it recommended 
recognition of scruples against violat-

leaders, the house settled down Wed- 
nesday night and adopted comprom- 
ise proposals on veterans and fed- 
eral pay legislation contained in the 
controverted indepcdcnt offices sup 
ply bill. 


This action came at the close of a

long day which had seen Democrats 
join with Republicans and Farmer- 
Laboriacs in an uprising against ad- 
ministration desires that the measure 
be sent to conference with the senate 
for a settlement satisfactory to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt who had threatened 
a veto. 


As dispatched to conference Wed- 


nesday ngiht, the measure included 
the.- 590,000.000 Tabor compromise pro- 
posal for increased benefits to former 
soldiers and the Vinson amendment 
restoring 5 per cent of government 
salaries on February 1 and another 5 
on July 1. 


The senate originally had overstep- 


ped the administration to boost vet- 
erans' benefits about $118,000,000 and 
direct a 5 per cent restoration of fed- 
eral pay now and the full 15 per cent 
on July 1.

The International Uniform Sunday 


School Lesson for Match 18.

The Shell Game 


Revival of the annual Poughkeep- 


sie intercollegiate rggatta brings to 
light some information that is mighty 
interesting—on the frail shells that 
those husky 180-pounders pull through by each man. or 4800 by all. eiyht oars, 


gingerly steps with 
taking his place in the boat. If he 
should rniss this platform and touch 
the bottom of the boat, he'd go right 
on through. 


To move this frail craft, each of the 


eight men, weighing from 
1(15 to 180 


pounds, pull an oar 12 feet long, and 
moves back and forth on a sliding 
seat a distance of about 20 niches. 


Shells Can Take It 


With such activity of eight, husky 


sweepers and a slave-driving cox- 
swain at the rear taking place, the 
frail shell takes a terrific pounding 
over a course of four mlies. 


In covering the distance in 20 min- 


utes, the average stroke is 30 a min- 
ute, which would call for GOO strokes 


by keeping your body as well nour- 
ished as possible.

At first glance, one wonders what 


there is to one of those shells that 
calls for a layout of from 
$1500 to 


$2000. But. en investigation, the cur- 
ious find there's plenty. 


In thg first place, every good shell 


is hand-made, of red cedar, the samf 
wood that was used by Indians in 
(heir war canoes. The cut lumber is 
kept in kilns with the air circulating 
through it for more than a year, until 
it becomes thoroughly seasoned. This 
lumber has native oils in it to prevent 
water decay, and is said to swell or 
shrink less than any other wood. 


Topsy-Turvy Job 


The shell builders, all artists of a 
ong line, build the boat upside down, 
ts framework is of Sitka spruce, the 
itrongest wood for ita weight in the 
world. 


The "skin" of rgd cedar is put in 


place over the frame, and it is here 
where patience and handicraft come 
n. The weather must be just right 
>efore this operation is started. 


Little pegs of wood are kept under 


he gunwales to gauge action of the 
weather on the frame, A covering of 
Japanese silk is placed over the decks, 
and this operation, too, is all by hand. 


When the craftsmen are finished, 


they have a shell weighing in the 
neigrborhood of 275 pounds, which is 
about 60 feet long and having a beam 
not more than two feet wide. Only 
one-tighth inch thickness separates 
the orsmen from the water. 


Between the tracks of this side, each 


man has a tiny platform, set on tran- 
sverse braces of the shell, on which he 


to cover the distance. 


Each stroke generally is good for 


35 feet, and you can see from this 
distance covered that there is plenty 
of power behind a sweep of the oars. 


One wnoders how such a tiny craft 


can withstand such strains. But it 
docs—and perhaps the secret is the 
'time. care, and handwork put in by 
the old line of craftsmen.

soldiers. 


Second, France will not be asked to 


disarm immediately if the Reich is 
granted the right to rearm. 


Third, serious guarantees will be 


given tliat the convention be carried 


Franco in case of attack. 


The stubborn Franco-German im- 


passe, meanwhile, was not changed by 
Chancellor Hitler's reply to the lat- 
est French note, received Wednesday. 
French 
officials 
said 
Hitler 
had 


"changed nothing" in the situation. 


The Chamber of Deputies' Foreign 


Affairs Committee told Premier Dou- 
mergue that the forthcoming note 
must leave the door open for disarm- 
ament. Thi.s decision 
was reached 


after strong tendencies were displayed 
within the government to be done 
with the whole problem of arms and 
differences between France and Ger- 
many.

row with the seed, under the seed,

Keeping Soil Working 


To get the greatest benefit from a 


subsistence garden plan to keep it 
working all season. One crop should 
follow another. Late cabbage may fol- 
low early Peas or ear'y potatoes, and 
fall turnips may

after early 


sweet corn. 


There should be at least three plant- 


ings of snap beans in the early part 
of the season and two in late sum- 
mer for fall use. There should be 
late plantings of beets, carrots am 
turnips for 
winter 
storage. Plant 


plenty of tomatoes for canning. 


One more point—always plant your 


vegetables in straight rows, they we 
easier to cultivate.

Balancing1 Foods Needed 


Since eggs are a concentrated food 


in that there ia no bulk in the way 
of connecting tissue, they must be 
properly combined with other foods 
if a well balanced meal is provided. 
Plenty of fresh vegetables and cereuls | 
or other food-stuffs of high calorie 
value are needed. 


Much has been learned in the last 


few years about the vitamin content 
of eggs, particularly the egg yolk, and 
one noted doctor who specializes in 
nutrition advocates an egg a day 
along with orange juice and a quart 
of milk and the usual normal diet 
suggested for health and growth. 


Properly cooked eggs arg easily di- 


gested and can bo served to an en- 
-tiro family from the baby up. This 
does not mean that a small child 
may eat "deviled" eggs, or fried eggs 
or eggs- served in any of the highly 
seasoned sauces. But it docs 
mean 


that he may have poached eggs, hard 
cooked 
in 
the 
shell, 
carefully ' 


scrambled eggs, baked omelets and 
shirred eggs. 


Keep in mind that eggs always are 


cooked at a low temperature. 


Soft anil Hard Cooking 


To soft cook an egg in the shell, 


lower in carefully into enough boil- 
ing water to cover it, reduce heat Smd 
let stand five to eight minutes. Do not 
let the water bubble. To hard cook an 
egg, 
let i» stand in hot water just at 


(he boiling point, not bubbling, for 
thirty minutes. The yolk of the egg 
cooked in this fashion is dry, crumb- 
ly and mealy and easily digested and 
the white firm and tender.

Manny Strewl, A l b a n y 
"Go-Between," Is Found 


Guilty 


ALBANY, N. Y. - (/P) _ Manny 


Strcwl was convicted Tuesday night 
of the charge of kidnaping Lieutenant 
John J. O'ConncIl, Jr., nephew of the 
powerful tipslnte political lenders, last 
July. 


Se.natence was deferred until next 


Friday. Because of previous criminal 
record Strcwl will receive the max- 
imum penalty, 50 years imprisonment. 


The jury

nours. The first ballot wns 11 to 1 
for guilty. 


Strew! received the verdict calmly 


as did his widowed mother who sat 
between her two other sons, Jacob 
nnd Morris. 


Daniel H. Prior, defense counsel, 


asked a poll of the jury. Each an- 
swered to bis name with the one 
word "guilty." 


None of the O'ConncIl family was in 


the courtroom when the verdict was 
returned.

som negotiations, was accused of writ- 
ing the ransom letters which he pur- 
ported to receive from the gang. 


Strcwl. hands in pocket, faced Judge 


Earl H. Gallup as he answered ques- 
tions of the clerk regarding his life.
